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OTTAWA —Snecess is something you 
never hear ascribed to a Parliament; never 
a remark that “That was a successful Par- 
liament,” or “That was a successful session.” 

Lots of other adjectives are used: long, 
‘windy, do-nothing, tiresome, fruitless, quar- 
relsome and, at the other end of the scale, 
busy, fruitful, businesslike, profitable. But 
never successful. 

Maybe it's ‘because success is something 
that-cannot be judged immediately: too much 
of the proof of Parliament's pudding is in 
the eating. For éxample, the MPs raised their 
pay and allowances from $10,000 to $18,000 a 
year; did that contribute to Parliament's 
success? Only if it attracts abler men to seek 
election to the Commons. And similarly with 
acts that itereased the salaries of judges an 
administrative -officiais. . 

* * * * 

There was a great swatch of legislation 
to implement the budget proposals, and all 
of it must be treated in practice to determine 
its success. Certain tax loopholes were 
ostensibly plugged by legislative crackdown 
on dividend stripping, company splitting and 
expense account living, but this is only” aie 
other engagement in an unending war. 

More important is the economic effect 
of the three year tax holiday granted new
